WASHINGTON, Mav 7. — Senator 
Stewart has introduced the following 
bill in the Senate: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, ‘Lhat the Secretary o: the Treas- 
ury be, and hy is hereby, authorized 
and direc:ed to purchase, or acquire 


by condemuation, a site for, and cause 


to be erec_ed Thefeon, a suitable builu- | 


ing. With tire-proof vaults therein, for | 
the ac ommodation’ of the post-office 
and other Governinent offices, in the 
city of Reno, S:ace of Nevada. The 
plans, specifications, ana full estimate 
for said “buildings shall be previously 
madaand approved accoruing to law, 
and shall not exceed forthe site aud 
buikiiog completo the sum ot one hun- 
dred. thonsaad dollars, whith sum is 
hereby appropriated ou. of any 
moneys in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated: Provided, Tnat the site 
shail leave the building unex posed to 
danger feom fire in adjacent buildings 
by ah open space of not less than forty 
feet, including streets.and aileys; and 
no money appropriated for this pur- 
pose shall be avail:ble until a valid 
title to the site for said building shall 
be vested iu the United States,”’ 

The ctances for a favorable report 
on the billand passage in the Senate 
are good. The billis referred to the 
Commitiee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds, of which Sanator Stanford 
is Chairman. The Committee nay 
not ehange the amount to be appropri- 
ated by the hill—$100,000—but if they 
do desire to cut it down there is some 
murgin for them in which to do it and 
still leaye enough to erect a good sub- 
stantia) building.

Taking a stout stri.g from _ his 


Gen, Williamson who has been 
agent for the Crow Indians for the 
past two and one-half years, and 
whose voluntary retirement from 
the position is so much regretted 
by stockmen of Montana, furnished | 
the representative of the Stock } 
Growers Journal with the follow- 
ing facts of interest concerning his 
charges: 

The General has collected and 
remitted to the Department at 
Washington $42,000 rent derived 
from allowing stockmen grazing 
privileges on the reservation. This 
sum has been deposited to.the 
credit of the Indians who had.in 
addition the sum of $775,000 on de- 
posit, from which they draw an- 
nually the sum of $38,750. There | 
are 396 families on the reservation 
and these families own over 4,000 
head of cattle and from 6,000 to 
10,000 ponies. The Indians at first 
objected to breeding their horses 
up, thinking that in case they im- 
proved their stock the whites 
would confiscate thé“results ot 
their labors in this direétion. ‘The 
General talked them out of this 
opinion and now they own ten im- 
proved stallions and will gradually 
improve their stock of ponies. 

Genera] Williamson further said 
that nearly every family was lo- 
cated upon a piece of ground which 
they were cultivating and that he 
had contracted for the erection of 
fifty. houses this season at an aver- 
age cost of $114. He stated, also, 
that he had contracted for fifty 
mowing machines tor the use of 
the Indians this season, who will 
thus be enabled to put up sufficient 
hay to feed their stock in case it 
becomes necessary. 

The point that seemed to attraet 
the General most, however, was 
the education of the Indians. He 
said that the Indians took as much 
or more interest in learning than 
did the average white boy. That 
he had been instrumental in estab- ' 
lishing three schools, one of which 
—the catholic mission school— 
was the largest of its kind in the 
United States; that they expected 
to expend +50,000 on the building 
in the next two years.
